Antioch patrons o! the Public Ser- 
vice Co. of Northern Illinois will 
pay Increased gas and electric rates' 
averaging 6W per cent as the result 
-of an order of the Illinois Commerce 
Commission Saturday authorizing 
; the rate change effective Feb. 1. 
No r general increase In electric 
rates have been asked by the PSC 
. ior 66 years so there was no sur- 
prise that' Its full request was 
granted. 

Residential electric users will' 
have: a new rate of 5Va cents for the 
; first 25 kilowatt hours, compared 
with the present -rate of 5 cents. 
- For. the next 75 kilowatt hours, 
the charge will be 3 V* cents, com- 
pared to the present rate of 3 cents. 
There will be no change In the pres- 
ent 2-cent rate for more than* 100 
kilowatt hours. For lorge residen- 
tial users there will be a minimum 
. average charge of 2.3 cents a kilo- 
watt hour. 

To residential customers now us- 
ing 150 kilowatt hours, now paying 
$4.50, this will mean an Increase of 
48 cents. For, residential gas cus- 
tomers In other Northern Illinois 
areas those using gas for cooking 
will get ah average Vh per cent in- 
crease, with about a. 10 per cent in- 
crease for those also using gas to 
heat their homes. 

The Increase wilt net the com- 
pany about $9,950,000 yearly after 
taxes; according to the ICC. 

Meanwhile Chicago's special as- 
sistant to Corporation Counsel John 
J. Mortimer, Joseph F. Grossman, 
said that : Chicago will seek a re- 
hearing by the ICC on an automatic 
adjustment provision of the ruling, 
where the gas increase Is concerned.

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Labor Under Socialism 

Working people, who still believe that government 
ownership or control of basic industry is in their In- 
terest would do'weU to read a recent Reader's Digest 
article by Joseph A. Fisher, president of the Utility 
Workers Union (CIO) ot America. 

Mr. Fisher said: "We know irom experience that 
our members employed by Government-sponsored co- 
ops of the Rural - Electrification Administration, as 
well as those employed by municipalities which run 
their own light and power business, work under con- 
ations Inferior to those enjoyed by our members. em- 
ployed In private industry. . . . Consumer rates, wages 
and conditions ot employment are fixed by political 
management while the worker is denied the right to 
use cither economic .or legal appeal against the Gov- 
ernment," -,. • V 

The "concluding sentence to Mr. Fisher's article is 
also memorable. He said: "Our union calls for cur- 
tailment of Government encroachment on private en- 
terprise and a return of the electric-power business 
to regulated, taxpaying privately owned companies." 

Economic Highlights 

During the last few weeks there has been the 
usual new-year riood of reports and forecasts. The 
reports deal factually with business' experience during 
1953 and look ahead to what is 'expected in 1954. 

Measured by production and sales, 1953 was a 
boom year in anybody's book. Practically every busi- 
ness sold its output and came up with a reasonable 
profit. Practically everyone who wanted to work had 
a job, and at good wages. There were, of course, 
some soft spots during the latter months — notably- in 
such fields as appliances and automobiles, where pro- 
duction has been running at extremely high levels. 
Even so, there was nothing resembling a real slump. 
Certain farm prices also dropped — but agriculture's in- 
come is very high as compared with almost any pre- 
vious period. 

What's going" to happen in 1954? In the crystal 
ball business there can be no unanimity of opinion. 
But the concensus is that the economic machine will 
continue to roll along in high gear — even though it 
may not race its motor to quite the extent as in the 
recent past. This belief is based in large part on the 
fact that the public at large is earning more money, 
and has larger savings, than ever before. To take one 
example, there is a record $24,000,000,000 now on de- 
posit in mutual savings banks alone. 

Even so, hard-headed businessmen in large num- 
bers believe that financial success in the coming year 
will depend on aggressive selling to a greater extent 
than we have known since World War II. Just after 
the war, of course, there was a huge backlog of hungry 



demand for almost every conceivable kind of manufac- 
tured article,.. and oven 'inferior, goods found ready 
buyers, for lack of anything better.' This situation - 
gradually corrected itself as the factories hit new pro- 
duction record after now production record. Now, as. 
the Wall Street Journnl recently pointed out, "The 
public must be sold harder because It's already bought' 
so many of its needs," An outstanding example of this 
Is the automobile — 65 per cent of .American families 
own a car now, as against 54 per cent in 1048. 

The Journal polled 75 representative American - 
corporations on the question of souped -up selling, 
Sixty -six expected competition to be tougher this year' ' 
than last. A leader In the appliance field said, "It's 
going to be the manufacturer with a strong sales or- 
ganization, and who can keep his production costs in 
line, who survives." A spokesman for a major motor 
manufacturer .said that there will be a hot competi- 
tive bottle for the consumer's favor and money '!such 
as this country has not seen In over 15 years." An 
executive of a big company making electrical products 
observed, 'The 1954 edition of a salesman will have to 
stop thinking about his product and concentrate In- 
stead on the customer's needs." From a leading" paint 
and building material concern came this view; "Com- 
petition is certainly back with us In no uncertain 
terms.". And a very significant observation came 
from a spokesman for a farm equipment company, 
who sold, "A lot of younger men In "sales have. never 
experienced a highly competitive situation such as 
now. It'll take sonic time and hard work to get the 
best out of them." 

All of this should odd up to good news for the 
consumer. The buyer's market is here in full flower.

atrument. long taken for granted

The right kind of toothbrush used 
In tho right way at the right time 
is' the most effective home tool for 
maintaining dental health, 

A dental scientist four, years ago, 
In a large-scale study, found that 
tooth decay could be reduced be- 
tween 50 and 60 per cent by the 
relatively simple process of brush- 
ing and rinsing the teeth immedi- 
ately after eating. 

The study took two years and In- 
cluded .nearly 1,000 college stu- 
dents, divided Into two groups, 
About one half of the students fol- 
lowed their usual mornlng-and- 
evening brushing routine. The oth- 
ers brushed their teeth within 10, 
minutes after eating, or If that was 
impossible, thoroughly rinsed their 
mouths with water. 

The results were' i dramatic. A 
large number ' of individuals who 
cleaned their teeth ., immediately; 
after eating developed no cavities at 
all during the two years of the 
study. 

Sweets Cause Decay. 

The reason for brushing the teeth 
after eating Is clear. Dental decay, 
'the most widespread of all diseases, 
Is started rapidly. in the mouth after 
edting, particularly after eating 
awects, / 

From fermentable carbohydrates 
such as sugar, an acid can be formed 
on the 'tooth surfaces within three 
.minutes after the carbohydrates are 
eaten. The most effective counter- 
measure is to brush the teeth im- 
mediately after eating. 

There is no reason why. the 
youngster should . not be educated 
in the right toothbrush habits when 
all his first teeth have come In, 
usually by the age of three. If 
these habits are started at an early 
age, they' will pay tremendous divi- 
dends in dental health. ' 

A good . toothbrush for a- child 
should hove a. flat brushing surface, 
firm bristles .(and a head small 
enough to permit access to all sur- 
faces of the teeth.. 

In cleaning the teeth, the upper 
teeth should be brushed downward, 
and the lower teeth should be 
brushed upward on both the tongue 
side and the cheek side. The brist- 
les should be worked between the 
teeth. The chewing surfaces of the 
side t and back teeth should be 
cleaned with a vibration of the 
brush.
